Legion at Vancouver, asserted that veterans were not 
‘treasury looters.” According to report of his address, he 
refunded Legion members that “they are faced with a 
generation that does not know war—a generation that 
may tiegin to think its hardships have been exaggerated.’ 1 

Now the only development which would lead the young¬ 
er generation to believe that the sacrifice and suffering ol 
the last war had been exaggerated, would be to permit an¬ 
other war. If these hardships had been as great as has 
>een presented, it is inconceivable that any human beings 
A’ould push another generation into the same pit. If, how¬ 
ever, those of the war generation elect to destroy youth 
oil over again, there seem to be only two conclusions— 
oither Jhe sufferings of the last war were greatly over¬ 
stated, or the oldqr peo|fle responsible for any succeeding 
war are revealed in their true colors as incredibly inhuman 
pnd stupid. 

It is the old war generation that is still in control of the 
destiny of youth and nations and tragically, it is these old¬ 
er people who are so quick to respond to the ancient rumb¬ 
lings, to be stirred by the same old catchwords, to revive 
the same old prejudices. 

'No, Mr. Power, look to your older people if you do not 
expect the hardships of the last war to be minimized in the 
sight of the young. Look to those who so diabolically 
blend national honor and private profits. Lo/»k to those who 
,vant personal glory or gain which is only possible through 
another war. Look to those to whom war is a “business.” 

It is on these that the young people have their eyes fast¬ 
ened. They have every reason to realize the cost of the last 
war, and they have also a disconcerting habit of debunk¬ 
ing, They know .well, the personal sacrifice and heroism 
and suffering of Canadian soldiers, but can they be blamed 
for doubting that results of subsequent years justified that 
sacrifice, to the extent of doing the same old thing over 
again. 

They know the dilficulties that returned men suffered 
in re-instatement, the heart breaks of post war years. 
They know that one hour of front line action, might mean 
forty years of blindness, of life on crutches or in a basket 
They are not ignorant of the devastating sacrifices of indi¬ 
viduals. They know the quick forgetfulness of society and 
of the allied nations. They have the benefit of a great ob¬ 
ject lesson which the young soldiers of 1914 did not have. 

Moreover, the shadow of the last war has lain and still 
lies across the pathway of youth.

Farmers making Purchases of fuel 
for farm machinery will still be en¬ 
titled to the rebate of six cents a gal¬ 
lon, according to the terms of the 
Fuel Oil Tax bill.

Hitler’s Nazi party emerged victors 
with 98.79 per cent, of the vote at the 
Sunday election in Germany. There 
wgre 542,954 invalid ballots. If a voter 
left his ballot blank or did not place 
ar. X in the circle of the ballot it was 
counted invalid, and added to these 
were 476,165 persons who were qual¬ 
ified but- did i^ot exercise tlieir fran¬ 
chise. The results were completely 
safeguarded, so that the election is 
not regarded as of any great signi¬ 
ficance as an expression of opinion. 

Canadian papers are givjng much 
publicity to a book recently publish¬ 
ed by Herr Colin Ross of Gentian Na 
tionalist Socialist. Ross has his eye 
on Canada as “one of the few re¬ 
maining virgin territories on earth.” 
He pictures the country, saying: 
“British, American and Canadian in¬ 
terests vie with each other here, and 
the outcome will be greatly affected j 
by the-fact that there is no more a I 
true Canadian people than there is an 
American people. There is no whole 
Canadian nation and possibly never 
will be.” He does not apparently 
think particularly well of our peo¬ 
ple so far as any national conscious¬ 
ness goes, and the implication is that 
Canada would be pleasant picking’s 
for an efficient nation seeking out¬ 
let. Perhaps more attention is given 
to this book than is necessary. 

All the resources of British diplo¬ 
macy and statecraft are being 
brougth into play to win concessions 
from Germany’s dictators. Britain’s 
efforts to break the deadlock and de- 
vise a new peace policy based on fair¬ 
er treatment, appear to have the 
backing of a great body of British 
people. According to radio reviews, 
and British press comments there is 
no warm response to the demand of 
France that Britain stand with her. 
under all circumstances. The Daily 
elegraph says: “In this country, 
where there is abundant friendliness 
for Germany’, the hope still exists 
the German decision will be for con¬ 
ciliation.’’ There is a disposition to 
assume that Hitler’s assertions of 
peaceful intent should he taken in 
good faith. 


[J. S. FLOOD DAMAGE 
GIGANTIC LOSSES 


One of the most destructive. catas¬ 
trophes in United States flood history 
has visited that country. Pennsylvan¬ 
ia, Virginia, Georgia, Carolina, Ohio 
and the New England states have suf¬ 
fered most seriously as the great riv¬ 
ers burst dams, carried out bridges 
and swept over towns and cities. The 
death list at present stands at 172, 
and 425,000 are homeless. 

Pittsburgh and Johnstown have 
been great sufferers, the flood at 
Johnstown being a grim reminder of 
the flood of 1889. 

A preliminary estimate of damage 
sets losses at more than five hundred 
million. 

Red Cross, C. C. C. workers and 
police are engaged in rescue work. 
Many centres are faced with food 
shortages, and all medical skill is be¬ 
ing brought into play to prevent the 
aftermath of disease. 

Up and down the “Beautiful Ohio? 
and its tributaries, transformed al¬ 
most overnight into torrents of death 
similar conditions prevailed. Towns, 
villages, cities, all sought to halt dis¬ 
ease. 

In 1913, there were only 25,000 Ger¬ 
mans in the whole Gennan Colonial 
Empire. Colonies'may have had value 
as military bases, or source of raw 
material, but had little value for emi¬ 
gration. 

Consultations of general staffs of 
France, Belgium and Britain are be¬ 
ing criticized in Britain as being out 
of order, and suspicious looking, while 
Germap proposals are pending. 


ONCE WE WERE 
ONE PEOPLE 


J. Nelson, Montreal, late president 
of Kbtary International, had an ideal 
philosophy for a world spirit. He be 
lieved it was of little avail for Mac 
Donalds or Roosevelts to sign trea¬ 
ties of friendship on behalf of na 
lions,' unless men of common inter¬ 
ests anti occupations -from different 
countries, pledge themselves to a com¬ 
mon ideal of peace. 

“Science” he* said in January Ro- 
•rian, “has put into the hands of sav¬ 
age and civilized man weapons so 
horrible that all are in terror of theit 
use. This great gqlf between physi¬ 
cal progress and social progress has 
driven governments to try to bridge 
it with League of Nations, treaties 
and covenants.” 

Mr. Nelson’s worldview was; “At 
one time we were all one people. We 
multiplied and migrated, some going 
west, some east. Some went south and 
there skins were sun-colored. 

1’resently. we formed tribes and 
then nations.Now we have armies and 
navies of our own, and have forgot¬ 
ten or denied that'we are one people. 

“Yet in the last generation we have 
again become one neighborhood, due 
to science and invention. Space has 
been, wiped out. But science has 
brought into close contact also people 
who are not yet educated to neigh¬ 
borliness, people whom even science 
cannot induce to live together in 
peace and harmony. 

"In Rotary we have imen in 75 coun¬ 
tries banded together in a pledge of 
Iriendship which brings war to a per¬ 
sonal basis. W hen you say ‘war with 
Austria’ that means to me that I have 
to kill Otto Boethler (Rotarian) in 
Vienna. 

“Any war is a civil war for it is war 
with our brethren. We are trying to 
declare a perpetual moratorium on 
war. It is the sort of philosophy that 
will keep the world sane in spite of 
politicians who get frightened at 
bogeys conjured up by gentlemen in¬ 
terested in the profits of war and arm 
aments.” 


FAVORITE HYMNS 
OF FAMOUS PEOPLE 

King George’s First Choice waa 
“Abide With Me,” the Only Hymn 
Sung at His Funeral 


Lady Tweedsmuir 
Interested In W. I. 

Active Member in Old Land, Now 
Continuing Association in Canada 

At a meeting of St. James’ United 
Church, Ottawa, arranged by tho 
Women’s Association of that con¬ 
gregation, Her Excellency Lady 
Tweedsmuir addressed a thousand 
women on the subject of “Women’s 
Institutes in England.” Tracing the 
history of the institute from its 
origin a Stony Creek, Ontario, 39 
years ago, Her Excellency emphasiz¬ 
ed the fact that the organization had 
grown into one of the largest wo¬ 
men’s nioveiffents in the world. She 
told of the formation of the Women’s 
Institutes in her country-home, where 
the members meet, rain or shine, on 
the first Tuesday of every month in 
an old grey tiled bam which dates 
from the fourteenth century. “Every 
member of the Women’s Institute is 
a personal friend of mine,” said Her 
Excellency, “and the first Thursday 
of every month here in Ottawa, I like 
to think of their meeting together, 
and talking a little about me.” Mrs. W 
K. Eastman introduced Lady 
Tweedsmuir and the Rev. Norman 
Kawson presided. 


INTERESTING ITEMS

The favorite hymns of famous men 
and women would make an interest- 
ng catalogue. “Abide With Me’’ was 
King George’s first choice and was 
tile only one sung at his funeral. 
There arc some others which he 
especialC'esteemed. For the national 
thanksgiving service for his restor¬ 
ation to health after his illness in 
1928 the late king chose “All People 
That on Earth Do Dwell” and 
"Praise, My Soul, the King of Heav¬ 
en.” His partiality for “Abide With 
Me” was shared by Nurse Cavell and 
Lord Oxford. Gladstone’s favorite 
was “Praise to the Holiest in the 
Height,” and it was sung at his fun¬ 
eral. 

Every nation has its own taste in 
hymns; “Nearer, My God to Thee” 
was introduced into the broadcast 
memorial services hurriedly arrang¬ 
ed in the United States when the 
news was leashed" of King George’s 
death. The broadcasting companies 
were under the impression that this 
hymn was the late king’s favorite. It 
is certainly the great favorite of the 
United States. “Nearer, My God .to 
Tliee” is the hymn to which the body 
of more than one president has been 
borne into the capitol at Washington 
for the lying-in-state. It, too, was 
the hymn sung by her passengers 
when the Titanic went. down. 

Probably Isaac Watts’ magnificent 
“0 God Our Help in Ages Past” 
take s as high a place as s^iy in gen¬ 
eral English favor. It may be re¬ 
called that it was chosen for a great 
.mass meeting in London after the 
outbreak of the war. It was also sung 
with moving effect at the coronation 
of King George and Queen Mary.— 
Manchester Guardian.

Leader of 60,000,000 Untouchables in 
India Renounces Hinduism but 
Critical of Christians 


There was an attempt to introduce 
the new world calendar in 1933, but 
the public was not sufficiently prepar¬ 
ed. So it has been held over till the 
next year whose first day falls on a 
Sunday, which is 1939. It is hoped by 
that time that the proposed world cal¬ 
endar will be acceptable to all. 

The proposed calendar, now known 
as the World Calendar, has. twelve 
months totalling 364 days. The 365th 
day will be a holiday following the last 
day of December. Leap Year Day will 
come every fourth year, probably at 
the end of June. The year is divisable 
into two equal halves of 182 days 
each, and four equal quarters of 91 
days each. 

The World Calendar provides a fix¬ 
ed date, April 8, for Easter. January 
April, July and October will have 31 
days and all the rest will have 30. All 
31-day months have begun on Sunday. 
February, May, August and Novem¬ 
ber will begin on Wednesday. The 
other will begin on Friday. 

The date of Easter will fix the 
dates of other religious holidays. Oth¬ 
er holidays will be celebrated on the 
same dates as at present. The only 
months that will be changed in length 
are February, March, April, May, 
August and December. _ 

Our present calendar, goes back 
two thousand years to the days of Jul¬ 
ius Caesar. With certain adjustments 
made in 1582, it became known as the 
Gregorian Calendar. This was adopt¬ 
ed by the British Empire in 1752 and 
is now in general use throughout the 
world.
